I  beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  1937. 

AREA. 

The  Area  of  the  district  is  1 ,693  acres. 

The  Rateable  Value  is  6,278  and  a  penny  rate  pro¬ 
duces  £60. 


THE  POPULATION 

according  to  the  1931  Census,  was  2,433. 

BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH  RATE. 

Twenty-four  births  were  registered. 

This  gives  a  birth  rate  of  10.19  Per  thousand. 

DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATE. 

Twenty-four  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district. 

To  these  must  be  added  twelve  deaths  of  residents  which 
occurred  outside  the  district,  while  one  registered  was  that 
of  a  non-resident. 

The  resulting  total  is  thirty-five,  giving  a  death  rate  of 
14.38.

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MEASURES  RELATING  TO  CHILD  AND  MATERNITY  WELFARE. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  open  twice  a  month  at  the 
Linslade  Hall.  At  present  there  are  about  thirty  names  on 
the  list. 

The  general  standard  is  probably  second  to  none  in  the 
county. 

The  Centre  is  now  attended  by  a  whole  time  Medical 
Officer  appointed  by  the  county. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

Twenty-two  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  eight  males  and  four¬ 
teen  females;  three  cases  of  diphtheria,  all  females,  and  five 
cases  of  chicken  pox,  three  males  and  two  females,  were 
notified  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

No  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified. 

OYER  65  YEARS. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  twenty-five  were  over 
65  years  of  age — two-thirds  of  the  total. 

METHODS  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Diseases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notifica¬ 
tion)  Act,  are  isolated  at  home,  if  this  can  be  done  with  safety. 
If  not,  they  are  removed  to  the  Grove  Isolation  Hospital  now 
owned  by  the  North  Bucks  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

It  is  situated  in  the  Wing  District  and  consists  of  modern 
and  up-to-date  buildings,  together  with  the  Matron’s  house 
and  a  new  and  entirely  separate  Nurses’  home. 

Three  different  diseases  can  be  received,  isolated  and 
nursed  at  the  same  time. 
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There  are  eight  beds  each  in  the  diphtheria  and  enteric 
wards;  sixteen  beds  in  the  scarlet  fever  wards,  besids  eight 
cots  for  little  children,  and  two  or  three  extra  beds  for  use 
in  emergency.  In  the  new  observation  block  there  are  seven 
separate  single  rooms  besides  a  nurses*  room  and  an  oper¬ 
ating  theatre. 

After  recovery,  or  removal  of  the  patient  to  the  Hospital, 
the  infected  premises  are  disinfected,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Formalin  fumigation  is  used,  and  the  floors  cleansed  with 
suitable  disinfectants.  Personal  effects  and  bedding  are  sent 
to  the  steam  disinfector  at  Grove  Hospital.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  medical  authorities  to  take  other 
patients,  such  as  soldiers  billeted  in  the  district  suffering 
from  infectious  diseases,  for  disinfecting  and  bathing;  also 
for  cleaning  and  disinfecting  clothes  and  bedding. 

NURSING. 

A  whole  time  Nurse  is  employed  by  the  Linslade  Nursing 
Association;  she  combines  the  duties  of  town  nurse  and  health 
visitor. 

She  pays  some  3,000  visits  a  year. 

CHIEF  OCCUPATIONS  OF  INHABITANTS  AND 
INFLUENCE  ON  HEALTH. 

The  absence  of  unhealthy  occupations  doubtless  contri¬ 
butes  to  the  good  health  of  the  district  and  makes  it  specially 
suitable  for  a  residential  town. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  occupations  incidental  to  a 
country  town  in  an  agricultural  district,  a  considerable  num¬ 
ber  of  men  find  regular  employment  at  the  London,  Midland 
and  Scottish  Railway  Station.  The  works  lately  occupied  by 
Morgan’s  are  now  divided  and  occupied  by  Albertini,  Ltd., 
felt  hood  makers,  and  at  the  rear  by  the  Foundry  Equipment 
works.  Employment  is  also  provided  by  YirrelPs  builders’ 
yard  and  premises,  printing  works,  a  mill  for  the  manufacture 
of  feeding  stuffs  for  cattle,  and  premises  for  building  and 
repairing  canal  boats. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 


There  are  none. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Is  good  and  abundant.  From  a  deep  well  the  water  is 
pumped  to  the  top  of  a  hill  of  sufficient  elevation  above  the 
town  level,  and  distributed  by  gravitation.  It  is  passed 
through  sand  filters  and  aerators,  and  is  of  exceptional  purity. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  system  in  use  in  the  district  is  a  most  modern  and 
up-to-date  one;  the  sewage  is  pumped  to  the  top  of  a  hill 
above  the  level  of  the  rest  of  the  district  by  a  pump  situated  at 
the  Canal  side  behind  Morgan’s  Works;  from  there 
it  descends  by  gravity  to  the  outfall  works  at  the  northern  end 
of  the  district.  There  are  two  tanks  which  can  be  used  either 
together  or  independently,  and  after  preliminary  clearing  in 
these,  the  sewage  is  distributed  over  filter  beds  made  of  clink¬ 
ers,  of  which  there  are  four,  two  working  at  a  time,  by  an 
automatically  revolving  distributor;  after  running  through 
the  filter  beds,  the  effluent  passes  by  means  of  cement  gut¬ 
ters,  under  the  canal  and  into  the  river. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  this  year. 


HOUSE  REFUSE. 

Is  collected  by  contract,  and  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping.  This  method  has  proved  so  far  satisfactory  but  the 
land  available  will  soon  need  replacing. 

MILK  SUPPLY,  MILK  SHOPS,  DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

The  milk  supply  is  obtained  from  farms  in  the  district, 
or  the  adjoining  districts  of  Leighton  Buzzard  or  Wing. 

There  are  twelve  dairies  and  cowsheds  registered,  but 
some  of  them  only  house  milk  for  a  very  few  hours  per  day. 

The  larger  cowsheds  and  dairies  are  well  ventilated,  well 
lime-washed  and  have  good  floors  and  drainage. 

All  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  and 
Sanitary  Inspector. 
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No  action  regarding  unwholesome  milk,  tuberculous  or 
otherwise,  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  two  slaughter  houses,  both  kept  in  good 

condition. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  is  one  which  is  regularly  inspected,  limewashed, 
and  in  accordance  with  all  requirements. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Albertini’s  and  Foundry  Equipment  Works.  They  are 
modern  buildings,  roomy,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  sup¬ 
plied  with  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences  and  equipped  with 
automatically  closing  fireproof  doors. 

Brantom’s  Mills  for  corn  crushing,  manufacture  of  feed¬ 
ing  stuffs  for  cattle,  etc.,  also  in  good  condition,  with  plenty 
of  room,  light  and  ventilation. 

Printing  works.— A  comparatively  new  building,  first 
constructed  for  a  brewery,  altered  and  fitted  up  for  its  pre¬ 
sent  purpose. 

Messrs.  Tyler  &  Sons  have  a  large  saw  mills  and  wood 
yard  and  factory  at  the  junction  of  Station  Road  and  Sunny- 
side,  and  in  the  Station  Yard.  These  premises  are  well 
suited  for  their  purpose  and  give  employment  to  a  good  many 
men  and  boys. 

Premises  for  building  and  repairing  canal  boats,  situated 
beside  the  canal  and  in  good  order. 

There  are  nineteen  workshops,  including  the  bakehouse 
previously  mentioned,  all  being  for  the  ordinary  trades  of  a 
small  town,  such  as  dressmaking,  tailoring,  forges,  hand 
laundries,  etc. 
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OUTWORKERS. 

The  name  of  one  outworker  engaged  in  the  urban  district 
of  Westminster  has  been  received. 


SCHOOLS. 

Are  three  in  number. 

1.  The  Boys’  School.  This  is  a  lofty  and  well-ventilated 
building. 

2.  The  Stoke  Road  Council  Girls’  School  is  in  first-class 
repair  and  a  thoroughly  good  airy,  well  ventilated  School. 

3.  The  Council  Infants’  School.  Previously  used  for 
both  girls  and  infants,  now  only  for  the  latter,  for  which  it  is 
certainly  better  suited  on  account  of  the  smaller  number  of 
children.  All  previous  objections  are  now  non-existent. 


SERA,  VACCINES,  ETC. 

Anti-diphtheria  serum  is  supplied  free  of  charge  by  the 
Council  by  arrangements  with  the  local  chemists,  and  anti¬ 
influenza  serum  can  be  obtained  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  also’  free  of  charge  in  the  event  of  an  epidemic 
occurring.

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS  AS  TO  HOUSING 

CONDITIONS,  ETC. 


The  steady  growth  of  the  district  has  been  maintained, 
but  somewhat  slower,  during  the  year. 

Most  of  the  houses  erected  are  of  good  middle  class 
type,  and  assist  materially  in  raising  the  standard  of  housing 
conditions. 

The  standard  improves  from  year  to  year,  and  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  old  and  small  cottages,  which  are  with  difficulty  main¬ 
tained  in  a  sanitary  and  habitable  condition,  steadily 
decreases. 

All  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  have  a  public  water 
supply,  and  except  for  one  or  two  isolated  houses,  also  have 
main  drainage  facilities. 

There  are  no  unhealthy  areas  in  the  district. 

ihe  bye-laws  relating  to’  new  houses,  etc.,  have  been 
found  adequate.
